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and appliances used in the capitol building as may e reqguired
from time to time.  Therve is appropriated out ol any money in
the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, a sum sufficient
to defray the expenses thercof, not excceding the sum of one
thousand dollars. All expenses under this section shall be au-
dited upon proper vouchers duly certified by the superintend-
ent of public property and paid out of the money herein ap-
propriated.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree from
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 439.

AN ACT to amend sections 1728p to 1728za, inclusive, of the stat-
utes, relating to the work of children under sixteen years of
age, in the sale or delivery of newspapers, magazines or periodi-
cals, in the distribution of hand bills and circulars, and in
street trades in cities of the first class.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Sections 1728p to 1728za, inclusive, of the stat-
utes, are amended to read: Section 1728p. The term ‘‘street
trade,”’ as used in this act, shall mean any business or occupation
tn which any street, alley, court, square or other public place ¢
used for the sale, display or offering for sale of any articles, goods
or merchandise. No boy under the age of * * * tuweclve years,
and no girl under the age of * * * cightfeen years, shall in
any ecity of the first class distribute, sell or expose or offer for
sale newspapers, magazines or periodicals in any street or public

place.

Section 1728q. No boy under * * * fourtcen years of
age, shall, in any city of the first class, work at any time, or be
employed or permitted to work at any time, as a bootblack or in
any other street trade, or shall sell or offer any goods or merchan-
dise for sale or distribute hand bills or circulars or any other
articles, except newspapers, magazines or periodicals as herein-
after provided.

Section 1728r. No girl under * * * cightcen years of
age shall, in any ecity of the first class, work at any time, or he
employed or permitted to work at any time, as a bootblack or at
any other street trades or in the sale or distribution of hand hills
or circulars or any other articles upon the street or from house
tp house. ' '
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Section 1728s. No boy under * * * gsixicen years of age
shall, in any city of the first class, distribute, sell or expose or
offer for sale any newspapers, magazines or periodicals in any
street or public place or work as a bootblaek, or in any other
street or public trade or sell or offer for sale or distribute any
hand bills or other articles, unless he complies with all the legal
requirements concerning school attendance, and unless a permit
and badge, as hereinafter provided, shall have been issned to him
by the * * * state factory inspecter. No such permit
and badge shall be issued until the officer issuing the same shall
have received an application in writing therefor, signed by the
parent or guardian or other person having the custody of the
ehild, desiring such permit and bhadge, and until such offieer
shall have received, examined and placed on file the written
statement of the principal or chief exccutive officer of the publie,
private or parochial school, which the said child is attending,
stating that such child is an attendant at such school with the
grade such child shall have attiined, and provided that no such
permit and badge shall be issued, unless such officer issuing it is
satisfied that such child is mentall and physically able to do
such work besides his regular school work as required by law.
* * *

Section 1728t. Before any such permit * * * {g issued,
the * * * slate factory inspector shall demand and be furn-
ished with proof of such child’s age by the production of a veri-
fied baptismal certificate or a duly attested birth certificate or, in
case such certificate cannot be sceured, by the record of age stated
in the first school enrollment of such child * * *  "Whenever
it appears that a permit was obtained by wrong or false state-
ments as to any child’s age, the officer who granted such permit
shall forthwith revoke the same. After having received, exam-
ined and placed on file such papers, the officer shall issue to the
child a permit and badge. The prineipal or chief executive
officer of schools, in which children under fourteen years of age
are pupils, shall keep a complete list of all children in their school

to whom a permit and badge has been issued, as herein provided.

Section 1728u. Such permit shall state the place and date of
birth of the child, the name and address of its parents, guardian,
custodian or next friend, as the case may be, and describe the
color of hair and eyes, the height and weight and any distin-
guishing facial marks of such child, and shall further state that
the papers required by the preceding section have been duly
examined and filed; and that the child named in such permit has
appeared before the officer issuing the permit. The badge fur-
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nished by the officer issuing the permit shall bear on its face a
number corresponding to the number of the permit, and the
name of the child. Every such permit, and every such badge on
its reverse side, shall be signed in the presence of the officer issu-
ing the same by the child in whose name it is issued. Provided,
that sn case of carricr boys working on salary for newspaper
publishers delivecring papers, a card of identification shall be
issued to such carriers by the faclory tnspector, which they shall
carry on their person, and cxhaliit to any officer authorized undar
this act, who may accost them for @ disclosure of their right to
scrre gs puch carriers,

Section 1728y, The badge provided for herein shall be such
as the state factory inspector shall designate and shall be worn

other person. * * *

Section 1728w. No boy under fourteen years of age shall, in
any city of the first class, sell, expose or offer for sale any news-
papers, magazines or periodicals after the hourof * * * gsiz-
thirty o’clock in the evening, bcliween the first day of October
and the first day of April, nor after scven-thirty o’clock in ¥hé
evening between the first day of April and the first day of Octo-
ber, or before * * * fire o’clock in the morning; * * *
and no child under * * * sirfeccn years of age shall dis-
tribute, sell, expase or offer for sale any newspapers, magazines
or periodicals or shall work as a hoothlack or in eny street or
public trades or distribute hand hills or shall be employed or
permitted to work in the distribution or sale or exposing or
offering for sale of any newspapers, magazines or periodicals or
as 8 hoothlack or in other &treet or publie trades or in the distri-
butien of hand bills during the hours when the publie schools
of the city where such child shall reside are ip session. Provided,
that * * * any hoy between the ages of fourteen and sixteen
years, who is eomplying and shall eontinue to comply with all
the legal reqnirements coneerning school attendance, and who is
mentally and physically able to do such * * * delivery be-
sides his regular school work, * * * shall be authoerized to
* ¢ * deliver newspapers between the hours of four and
six in the morning.

Section 1728x. * * * The commissioner of labor or any
factory imspector acling undcr his direction shall enforce the

provisions of this law and * * * Jic i hereby vested with
all powers requisite therefor,

Section 1728y. The permit of any child, who * * * jn
any city of the first class distributes, sells or offers for sale any
newspapers, magazines or periodicals in any street or public
place or works as a bootblack or in any other street trade, or sells
or offers for sale or distributes any hand bills or other articles
in violation of the provisions of this aet, or who becomes delin-
quent or fails to comply with all the legal requirements concern-
tng school attendance, shall forthwith be revoked for a period of
six months and his badge taken from said child. The refusal of
any child to surrender such permit, and the distribution, sale
or offering for sale of newspapers,magazines or periodicals or any
goods or merchandise, or the working by such child as a boot-
black or in any other street or public trade, or in distributing
hand bills or other articles, after notice, by any officer authorized
to grant permits under this law of the revceation of such permit
and a demand for the return of the badge, shall be deemed a
violation of this act. The permit of said child may also be re-
voked by the officer who issued such permit, and the badge taken
from such child, upon the complaint of any police officer or other
attendance officer or probation officer of a juvenile court and such
child shall surrender his permit and badge upon the demand of
any police officer, truancy or other attendance officer or probation
officer of a juvenile court or other officer charged with the duty
of enforcing this act. In case of a second violation of this act by
any child, he shall be brought before the juvenile court, if there
shall be any juvenile court in the eity where such child resides or,
if not, before any court or magistrate having jurisdiction of

offenses committed by minors and be dealt with according to law.

upon certificate of the prineipal of either publie, parochial ~r
other private school attended by said boy, stating and sctting
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forth that said boy is a regular attendant upon said school. No
boy under the age of * * * sixzteen years shall be permitted
by any newspaper publisher or printer or persons having for sale
newspapers or periodicals of any character, to loiter or remair
around any salesroom, assembly room, circulation room or office
for the sale of newspapers, between the hours of nine in the fore-
noon and three in the afternoon, on days when school is in ses-
sion. Any newspaper publisher, printer, circulation agent or
seller of newspapers shall upon conviction for permitting news-
boys to loiter or hang around any assembly room, circulation
room, sales room or office where papers are distributed or sold,
shallbe * * * punished by a fine not to exceed one hundred
dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars, or by commitment to
the county jail for not more than sixty days or less than ten
days.

862, A.] [Published June 26, 1011,
CHAPTER 440.

AN ACT to create section 1727m of the statutes, relating to the
use of towels in hotels and publie huildings.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Scnale and

Assembly, do enact as follows: '

SeEcTioN 1. There 18 added to the statutes a new section to
read : Section 1727m. 1. All towels for the use of guests in any
hotel, whether in their private rocms or the public washroom, and
all towels in public buildings, must be individual towels and
when used and discarded by the individual, must not be again
used unti’ thoroughly washed and dried. Provided, however,
that the state hoard of publie health or local board of health
may issue a permit to a hotel keeper, permitting the use of
other than individual towels, said permit to be framed and hung
upen the wall of publie washrooms.

2. Any person, partnership or corporation violating any of
the provisions of this aect shall be deemed guilty of a misde-
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished hy a
fine of not less than ten dollars ner more than fifty dollars.
